Schooling The Japanese 


Japanese Empire bears a closer resemblance to the old 
_ militaristic-junker state of Germany than any other nation. 
Her militarism is the result of training under German officers 
and she has been a good pupil along these lines. Japan has also 
gone in for an even more extensive program of state capitalism 
than Germany did. so that the Japanese Government is inter- 
ested in nvW industrial enterprises than any other government 
in the world. 
In this country the militarism of schools and colleges has 


proceeded without "scarcely any protest from the student bodies. 
In fact many of :hem have accepted it as a part of their "edu- 
cation." But in Japan the students appear to be more resentful 
of the attempt to conscript education for the glory of Japanese 
militarists. 
At Mem University, Tokio, there was a mass protest of 


nearly 5/K'd students in May against this policy. The students 
continued their agitation until they forced the resignation of the 
president, two ^--:-*ants to the president, and one professor, 
after a holiday of one week was declared by the retiring offi- 
cials.The .Taran Chronicle, reporting this remarkable revolt J 
against militarism in the colleges, quotes one student who ex- 
pressed the grievances of the strikers. He is quoted as saying:
